SYNOPSIS 


On July 12, 2016, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant 
Albert Maldonado, Sergeants Benjamin Torres and Eric Barron, responded to 
Temple Sheriffs Station in regard to a use of force resulting in a hand fracture. 


On July 12, 2016, at approximately 1230 hours, Temple Sheriff's Station and 
Parks Bureau began receiving 9-1-1 calls. The informants were reporting a male 
Hispanic approximately 40 years of age, wearing a white shirt and blue jeans 
(later Identified as Suspect Antonio Pelayo), and throwing large rocks at passing 
motorists. The informants stated Suspect Pelayo was walking eastbound on 
Durfee Avenue from Rosemead Boulevard. 


units to the location. Deputy land Deputy Ibarra a two 
person Parks Bureau unit, were the first to arrive. They saw the victims parked 
on the side of the road at Durfee Avenue just east of Rosemead Boulevard. The 
victims pointed and directed the deputies to Suspect Pelayo, who was walking on 
Durfee Avenue. 


Due to the location of the call, both = Station and Parks Bureau Bis 


Deputies Mand Ibarra drove toward Suspect Pelayo. They stopped and 
exited their patrol vehicle approximately 40-50 feet from him. Suspect Pelayo 
turned toward them, as he held large rocks in each hand. Both deputies yelled 
verbal commands at Suspect Pelayo, to drop the rocks. Suspect Pelayo cocked 
his right arm back and threw a rock with high velocity at the deputies. Suspect 
Pelayo then threw the second rock. Deputy requested additional units 
via radio. 


АЫ deployed a less lethal stun bag and announced its deployment 
via his radio. Suspect Pelayo was given several commands to drop the rocks 
and lay down during the duration of the incident, none of which he adhered to. 
Suspect Pelayo yelled and screamed incoherent statements toward deputy

personnel. Suspect Pelayo threw a large rock and struck a patrol vehicle. He 
threw another large rock striking Сериу in the right shin. 


Temple Station deputies arrived. One of the assisting Temple Station units, was 
Deputy Nunez, who also deployed his department issued stun bag. Deputy 
Nunez utilized his patro! vehicle's door as limited cover. Deputy Nunez verbally 
advised the deployment of the stun bag to the assisting units at the location. 


Suspect Pelayo continued to throw rocks in the direction of deputy personnel. 
One rock came very close to hitting Deputy г the head. Suspect Pelayo 
continued to gather rocks from the side of the road. If deputies attempted to 
advance toward Suspect Pelayo, he taunted deputies with the motion of throwing 
arock. The deputies took cover behind their black and white patrol vehicles. 


Based on Suspect Pelayo’s actions, Deputy announced to Suspect 
Pelayo and deputy personnel, “Stun bag." Deputy fired the stun bag 
striking Suspect Pelayo in the groin area. The round was ineffective and Suspect 
Pelayo gathered more rocks. Deputy [EE fired a second stun bag round, 


which struck Suspect Pelayo in the lower body area. The round apparently had 
no effect on Suspect Pelayo, because he continued to throw rocks. 


Deputy Nunez also fired a round from his stun bag. Deputy Nunez saw the 
round strike Suspect Pelayo in the left hand, which was at his waist area. The 
round had no effect. Suspect Pelayo continued to gather “softball size” rocks 
and throw them at deputy personnel. Deputy land Deputy Nunez each 
fired four rounds, for a total of eight rounds fired at Suspect Pelayo. Prior to each 
round being fired, Deputy land Deputy Nunez yelled commands at 
Suspect Pelayo, which he ignored. After each round discharged, Deputy 

and Deputy Nunez reassessed the effectiveness of the fired stun bag round. 


Sergeant Jensen, assigned to Parks Bureau, arrived on scene and coordinated a 
tactical plan. The plan was to tactically approach Suspect Pelayo utilizing a 
shield, less lethal, lethal munitions, and an arrest / contact team. 


The team consisted of the following deputies: 
Fraijo -- Less Lethal / Arrest Team 

Ramirez -- Less Lethal / Arwen 

Rivera — Shield 

Nunez -- Arrest Team 

Henckel — Arrest Team 

Comparan – Less Lethal / Taser 

Silva — Less Lethal / Taser 

Sergeant Jensen — Team Leader 


All above listed personnel approached Suspect Pelayo and ordered him to drop 
the rocks in his hands. Suspect Pelayo saw the deputies closing their distance. 
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He dropped the rocks and laid face down on the pavement. Suspect Pelayo was 
handcuffed without incident. Suspect Pelayo was immediately treated by the Los 
Angeles County Fire Paramedics on-scene. He was subsequently taken to 
Greater El Monte Community Hospital where he was treated for a fracture to his 
left hand by Dr. Wilfr. Suspect Pelayo was given an okay to book and 
transported to Temple Sheriff's Station. 


All Los Angeles County Sheriff Department Employees provided written 
supplemental reports and notified their supervisors of their actions during the 
incident. 


Suspect Pelayo threw approximately 20 rocks at deputy personnel during the 
incident, in addition to the 20 or more rocks thrown at civilian victims prior to the 
deputies' response. Throughout the duration of the incident, Durfee Avenue 
between Rosemead Boulevard and Santa Anita Avenue had been closed to all 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic. 


A printout of the call is included, along with the In-Service [Exhibit A]. A 
Sheriff s Department incident report as well as supplemental reports were 
prepared by the involved personnel and are included with this case [Exhibit A].

WITNESS STATEMENTS 


WITNESS DEPUTY THOMAS HENCKEL | 


On May 2, 2017, Deputy Henckel was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Benjamin Torres. The interview was conducted at the Jail Investigative 
Unit's (JIU) interview room. Following is a summary of the interview, which was 
digitally recorded. For the complete IAB interview, refer to the transcribed 
interview. 


Deputy Henckel was working in the field and was assigned to Unit 54K2. He, 
along with additional units, received a call of Suspect Pelayo assaulting people 
with rocks at the intersection of Durfee Avenue at Rosemead Boulevard. As 
Deputy Henkel drove to the area, he heard a Parks Bureau deputy request 
additional units to respond because he was detaining Suspect Pelayo at gun 
point. 


Deputy Henkel arrived at the location and saw deputies attempting to detain 
Suspect Pelayo at gun point. Deputy Henckel saw Deputy ШШ holding the 
stun bag, as Deputy NU standing near a patrol vehicle. Deputy Henckel 
saw Suspect Pelayo throwing softball size rocks at deputies and saw a rock hit 
Deputy in the right leg area. Suspect Pelayo continued to throw 
approximately twenty rocks at deputy personnel. Deputy Henckel estimated he 
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var approximately twenty to thirty yards from Suspect Pelayo as he threw the 
rocks. 


Deputy Henckel heard Deputy Nunez, who had also arrived at the location, 
announce he was deploying the stun bag. Deputy Nunez then fired the stun bag 
at Suspect Pelayo. Deputy personnel continuously gave Suspect Pelayo 
commands to drop the rocks and lay on the ground. Suspect Pelayo did not 
comply with any commands and continued to throw rocks as he walked east on 
Durfee Avenue. Deputy personnel followed Suspect Pelayo in their vehicles and 
on foot, as he walked. 


Deputy Henckel heard and saw Deputy Nunez fire an additional stun bag round 
at Suspect Pelayo. The round had no effect. Suspect Pelayo continued picking 
up rocks and throwing them at deputies. From the time Deputy Henckel arrived 
and exited his vehicle, he estimated the incident lasted for approximately fifteen 
minutes. Deputy Henckel estimated Suspect Pelayo walked approximately a half 
mile during the incident. 


Sergeant Jensen arrived and a tactical team was formed. Deputy Henckel 
approached with the team. Suspect Pelayo started to adhere to the deputies 
commands. Deputies ordered Suspect Pelayo to lay on the ground, which he 
did, and Suspect Pelayo was handcuffed without incident. Suspect Pelayo was 
immediately treated by Los Angeles County Fire Department Paramedics, who 
had been staging near the location. 


Deputy Henckel described Suspect Pelayo as standing on the asphalt portion of 
the street. The sides or the street were unpaved with dirt and rocks on both 
sides. Deputy Henckel believed Suspect Pelayo was under the influence of a 
controlled substance, as well as mentally unstable. Deputy Henckel reported the 
force he witnessed to his supervisor (Sergeant Ronald Miranda # and 
authored a supplemental report [EXHIBIT A]. 


WITNESS DEPUTY ALEJANDRO RAMIREZ иш 


On May 2, 2017, Deputy Ramirez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Benjamin Torres and Sergeant Eric Barron. The interview was 
conducted in an interview room at IAB. Following is a summary of the interview, 
which was digitally recorded. For the complete IAB interview, refer to the 
transcribed interview. 


Deputy Ramirez was working Parks Bureau Unit 833E1. Deputy Ramirez heard 
a call for service, which was Suspect Pelayo throwing rocks at cars and 
motorists. Shortly after, Deputy Ramirez heard an assistance request by Parks 
Bureau 833A (Deputy land Deputy Ibarra). He heard them advise units 
they were attempting to detain Suspect Pelayo, who was now throwing rocks at 
the deputies on-scene. 
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Deputy Ramirez and his assigned partner Deputy Fraijo, responded from the 
East Los Angeles area. He estimated it took them approximately twenty minutes 
to arrive on-scene. Deputy Ramirez saw Suspect Pelayo standing approximately 
twenty yards away from him, in the middle of the street as Suspect Pelayo was 
throwing rocks at the deputies. Deputy Ramirez estimated Suspect Pelayo threw 
approximately twelve rocks at the deputies from the time he arrived. 


Sergeant Jensen arrived on-scene. He had deputy personnel gather at his 
supervisor vehicle. Sergeant Jensen formulated and discussed a tactical plan. 
He assigned team members specific responsibilities. After the team was 
established, they approached Suspect Pelayo and gave him orders to drop the 
rocks he was holding in each hand. Suspect Pelayo complied and was then 
ordered to lay on the ground. Suspect Pelayo complied and he was handcuffed 
without incident. He was treated by the Los Angeles County Fire Department 
paramedics, who had been staging near the location. 


Deputy Ramirez immediately reported his involvement to his supervisor and 
provided a supplemental report [EXHIBIT A]. Deputy Ramirez did not witness 
the use of the stun bag by either Deputy or Deputy Nunez. 


WITNESS DEPUTY BEATRIZ COMPARAN # NN 


On May 4, 2017, Deputy Comparan was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Benjamin Torres and Sergeant Eric Barron. The interview was 
conducted in an interview room at IAB. Following is a summary of the interview, 
which was digitally recorded. For the complete IAB interview, refer to the 
transcribed interview. 


Deputy Comparan was working Temple Sheriff Station unit 55B3. Via the radio, 
Deputy Comparan heard an assistance request by a Parks Bureau deputy. She 
heard the deputy advising units they were attempting to detain Suspect Pelayo, 
who was throwing large rocks at vehicles. Deputy Comparan responded and 
was on-scene in approximately three minutes. As soon as Deputy Comparan 
exited her patrol car, she saw Suspect Pelayo standing in the middle of the 
street. 


Suspect Pelayo then threw two large rocks in her direction. Deputy Comparan 
had to move to avoid being struck by the rocks. She immediately took cover 
behind her patrol vehicle. She saw Suspect Pelayo throw approximately seven 
additional large rocks at a high rate of speed. The rocks were thrown in her 
direction and traveled over the patrol vehicles. 


After Suspect Pelayo had thrown several rocks, Deputy Comparan heard a stun 


bag being fired. She recalled hearing the stun bag being fired three or four 
times. Deputy Comparan recalled a few second pause between the firing of 
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each stun bag round. Deputy Comparan did not know who fired the stun bag, 
nor did she see a round strike Suspect Pelayo. After the firing of the final stun 
bag round was fired, she saw Suspect Pelayo in a "defiance stance, and 
appeared to be reassessing the situation.” Deputy Comparan heard Deputy 
Nunez (via the patrol vehicle’s PA), giving Suspect Pelayo orders to drop the 
ока e was holding and lay on the ground. Suspect Pelayo did not comply with 
he orders. 


Sergeant Jensen arrived and deputy personnel went to his supervisor vehicle. A 
tactical plan was formed and assignments were given. Deputy Comparan was 
assigned less lethal. The tactical team approached Suspect Pelayo and ordered 
him to drop the rocks he was holding and lay on the ground. When the team was 
approximately ten feet away from Suspect Pelayo, he complied with the orders. 
Suspect Pelayo was handcuffed without incident. 


Deputy Comparan subsequently accompanied Suspect Pelayo to Greater El 
Monte Hospital. Deputy Comparan was told by medical staff Suspect Pelayo 
was struck five times with the stun bag. One round hit his left hand and a second 
round hit his left forearm. He was also hit on his left thigh, his penis, and his 
abdomen. Deputy Comparan immediately reported her involvement to her 
supervisor and provided a supplemental report [EXHIBIT A]. 


WITNESS DEPUTY MARTIN IBARRA # EN 


On May 4, 2017, Deputy Ibarra was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Benjamin Torres and Sergeant Eric Barron. The interview was 
conducted in an interview room at IAB. Following is a summary of the interview, 
which was digitally recorded. For the complete IAB interview, refer to the 
transcribed interview. 


Deputy Ibarra was working Parks Bureau Unit 833A. His assigned partner was 
Deputy MM They received a call to Rosemead Boulevard and Durfee 
Avenue. Suspect Pelayo was throwing rocks at pedestrians and passing 
vehicles. When they arrived, Deputy Ibarra saw victims of Suspect Pelayo's 
assault parked near the corner of Durfee Avenue, just east of Rosemead 
Boulevard. The victims were pointing east on Durfee Avenue, where Suspect 
Pelayo was walking in the middle of the street. 


Deputy Ibarra stopped their patrol vehicle, exited and ordered Suspect Pelayo to 
drop the rocks. Suspect Pelayo turned away and began to walk east on Durfee 

Avenue. Suspect Pelayo then turned back and motioned, as if he was going to 

throw a rock. Deputy Ibarra attempted to detain Suspect Pelayo at gunpoint as 

Deputy 0 requested additional units via radio. 


Another patrol vehicle arrived and parked near Deputy Ibarra and Deputy 
Suspect Pelayo began throwing big rocks in their direction. Suspect 
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Pelayo continued to throw rocks and hit a patrol vehicle. An additional rock 
Suspect Pelayo threw, struck Deputy, п the right shin area (assault on a 
peace officer). Deputy Ibarra described Suspect Pelayo as combative, 
assaultive, and unstable. Deputy Ibarra described deputies on-scene, as forming 
a "scrimmage line" approximately thirty feet from Suspect Pelayo. 


Deputy Ibarra and Deputy J agreed the less lethal stun bag was a viable 
option. Security Officer Garcia arrived at the location and was blocking traffic 
and was asked to retrieve the stun bag from Deputy Ibarra's patrol vehicle. 
Security Officer Garcia retrieved the stun bag and gave it to Deputy 

Commands were given by several deputies, to Suspect Pelayo to drop the rocks 
he was holding and lay on the ground. Suspect Pelayo threw another rock and 
Deputy fired a stun bag round at Suspect Pelayo. The stun bag round 
struck Suspect Pelayo in the groin area. 


Suspect Pelayo was unaffected by the stun bag round and continued to throw 
more rocks. After reassessing, Dopo MN fired three additional stun bag 
rounds at Suspect Pelayo. After the fourth stun bag round the stun bag shotgun 
was empty. Deputy Ibarra saw Deputy Nunez step forward and fire a stun bag 
round at Suspect Pelayo. 


Deputy Ibarra recalled the stun bag round fired by Deputy Nunez, struck Suspect 
Pelayo on the left hand. The impact caused Suspect Pelayo to drop the rock he 
was holding. Suspect Pelayo shook his hand, as if he felt the pain, but picked up 
another rock. Suspect Pelayo then threw the rock at them. Deputy Ibarra saw 
Deputy Nunez fire an additional round at Suspect Pelayo, but believed it struck 
the ground. 


Deputy Ibarra reiterated the involvement with Sergeant Jensen and the tactical 
plan. Suspect Pelayo was handcuffed without incident after the contact team 
approached. Deputy Ibarra immediately reported his involvement to his 
supervisor and provided a supplemental report [EXHIBIT A]. 


WITNESS SERGEANT JARROD JENSEN E | 


On May 9, 2017, Sergeant Jensen was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Benjamin Torres. The interview was conducted at Parks Bureau's 
Bonelli Park Station. Following is a summary of the interview, which was digitally 
recorded. For the complete IAB interview, refer to the transcribed interview. 


Sergeant Jensen was working Parks Bureau Unit 833S. He heard the call a 
male Hispanic, 40 years of age, wearing white shirt and blue jeans, blue hat, was 
walking south San Gabriel Boulevard (Durfee Avenue) throwing large rocks at 

assing vehicles. Shortly after the call went out, Sergeant Jensen heard Deputy 
umi request assistance. Sergeant Jensen responded from Bonelli Park in 
San Dimas to the location in South El Monte. He recalled his response time was 
approximately twenty minutes. 
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When Sergeant Jensen arrived, he saw Deputy Personnel attempting to detain 
Suspect Pelayo at gunpoint. Suspect Pelayo was standing in the middle street 
with a large rock in each hand. Suspect Pelayo was holding the rocks "in a 
throwing position." Sergeant Jensen immediately formulated a tactical plan. He 
assigned on-scene personnel less lethal weapons and specific assignments 
within the team. After the tactical plan was established, the team began to 
approach Suspect Pelayo. At the onset of the teams approach, according to 
Sergeant Jensen, "Suspect Pelayo knew they were going to take him down." 


After orders were given to drop the rocks and lay down, Suspect Pelayo 
complied. The assigned personnel handcuffed Suspect Pelayo without incident. 
Upon contact, Sergeant Jensen believed Suspect Pelayo was highly intoxicated 
or possibly mentally ill. Sergeant Jensen categorized Suspect Pelayo as 
"assaultive high risk." Sergeant Jensen estimated the entire contact with 
Suspect Pelayo lasted approximately thirty minutes from the time Deputy| 

and Deputy Ibarra contacted him. Sergeant Jensen provided a supplemental 
report [EXHIBIT А].

Pelayo threw at deputy personnel [Exhibit B]. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: 


The following listed Los Angeles County Sheriff Department Employees 
witnesses, were on Durfee Avenue east of Rosemead Boulevard. All observed 
Suspect Pelayo at the location. All witness employees recall Suspect Pelayo 
throwing rocks at different intervals during their time at the location. Each 
witness employee provided a supplemental report. None of the below listed 
witnesses used force during the incident.

Sergeant Benjamin Torres and Sergeant Eric Barron. Representing Deputy 

BEE curing the interview was Attorney Emily Suhr from the law firm of Green 
and Shinee. The interview was conducted at Parks Bureau's Bonelli Park 
Station. Following is a summary of the interview. For the complete IAB 
interview, refer to the transcribed interview. 


ОерлУ Ш was working Parks Bureau Unit 833A. His assigned partner was 


Deputy Ibarra. They received a call of Suspect Pelayo acting suspiciously on 
Durfee Avenue. The call was updated that Suspect Pelayo was throwing rocks 
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at passing motorists. Deputy ШШШ oes it took approximately three minutes 
to respond to the call. When Deputy| arrived, he saw Suspect Pelayo. 
Suspect Pelayo's description matched the description in the call. Suspect Pelayo 
was standing in the middle of the street, and was holding rocks in each hand. 


Deputy Ibarra stopped their patrol vehicle approximately fifty feet from Suspect 
Pelayo. Deputy exited the patrol vehicle and began giving commands to 
Suspect Pelayo to put down the "softball size" rocks. Suspect Pelayo was yelling 
incoherently at Deputy IEEE and did not comply with the given orders. Deputy 
believed Suspect Pelayo was under the influence of methamphetamine. 


Suspect Pelayo cocked his arm back and threw rocks with high velocity, at 
deputy personnel. Deputy [heard and saw the rocks impact a patrol 
vehicle. Suspect Pelayo subsequently aimed and hit Deputy, in the right 
leg with a rock. Deputy IEEE immediately deployed the less lethal stun bag 
shotgun. Deputy described Suspect Pelayo as combative and assaultive. 
Deputy fired the stun bag and the round struck Suspect Pelayo in the 
groin area. The round was ineffective and Suspect Pelayo continued to throw 
rocks a deputy personnel. 


Deputy [IJ reassessed the situation and fired a second stun bag round at 
Suspect Pelayo. The round struck Suspect Pelayo in the lower extremities, but 
was ineffective. Deputy recalled requesting assisting units and a 
supervisor during this sequence. After reassessing Suspect Pelayo's demeanor 
and actions, Deputy fired two additional stun bag rounds at Suspect 
Pelayo. The rounds were ineffective as Suspect Pelayo continued to throw 
rocks. Deputy M stun bag shotgun was out of stun bag rounds. 


Deputyl recalled another stun bag shotgun being fired. Deputy — | 
did not know who the deputy (Deputy Nunez) was and believed he was assigned 
to another Los Angeles County Sheriff's station. Deputy| did not know 
how many stun bag rounds Deputy Nunez fired, nor if they struck Suspect 
Pelayo. Deputy estimated the incident was approximately twenty 
minutes in length. He also estimated Suspect Pelayo threw over twenty rocks at 
deputy personnel during the incident. Беру eite ly reported his 
involvement to his supervisor and provided a supplemental report [EXHIBIT А]. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY JOSEPH NUNEZ аш 


On May 2, 2017, Joseph Nunez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Benjamin Torres and Sergeant Eric Barron. The interview was 
conducted at the IAB office. Representing Deputy Nunez during the interview 
was Attorney Mitchell Kander from the law firm of Green and Shinee. Following 
is a summary of the interview. For the complete IAB interview, refer to the 
transcribed interview. 
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Deputy Nunez was working Temple Station Unit 55. He recalled a priority call for 
service at Durfee Avenue and Rosemead Boulevard. The call information 
included Suspect Pelayo throwing large rocks at passing motorist and vehicles. 
The call was updated and noted Suspect Pelayo had actually hit several vehicles 
and a person with the large rocks. Deputy Nunez estimated his arrival time as 
three minutes. 


When Deputy Nunez arrived, he saw a unit (Deputy Ibarra and Deputy 0) at 
the location. Deputy Nunez requested an aero unit to respond to the location. 

He saw Suspect Pelayo standing in the street. Suspect Pelayo was already 
throwing rocks with full velocity, as Deputy Nunez parked and exited his patrol 
vehicle. Deputy Nunez saw one of the rocks strike Der NN т the lower 
portion of his leg. Deputy Nunez also heard rocks hitting patrol ve icles. 


After assessing the situation, Deputy Nunez yelled to on-scene deputy 
personnel, he was deploying his stun bag shotgun. Deputy Nunez yelled, "stun 
bag stun bag’ prior to firing it at Suspect Pelayo, who was actively throwing 
rocks. Prior to firing the stun bag, Deputy Nunez heard the stun bag fired by 
Deputy 0 and saw the round strike Suspect Pelayo in the groin area. 
Deputy Nunez saw the round had no effect on Suspect Pelayo, who was 
transitioning a rock from his left hand to his right, in preparation to throw it. 
Deputy Nunez then fired a stun bag round and saw the round strike Suspect 
Pelayo in the left hand. 


Suspect Pelayo was unaffected by the round fired by Deputy Nunez. He 
continued to throw rocks at deputy personnel. Deputy Nunez fired three 
additional rounds reassessing after each fired round. Deputy Nunez’ stun bag 
was empty after the fourth round. Deputy Nunez believed one round he fired 
struck Suspect Pelayo in the lower extremities. He also recalled one or two 
missing Suspect Pelayo. After the stun bag rounds were fired, Suspect Pelayo 
continued to take aim and throw rocks at deputy personnel. 


Sergeant Jensen arrived at the location and a tactical plan was formed. The 
deputy personnel were given assignments. The team began to tactically 
approach Suspect Pelayo giving him commands to the drop the rocks and get on 
the ground. When the team was about twenty yards from Suspect Pelayo, he 
dropped the rocks and laid on the ground. Suspect Pelayo was handcuffed 
without incident. 


Deputy Nunez estimated the incident was approximately thirty minutes in length. 
He also estimated Suspect Pelayo threw twenty to thirty rocks at deputy 
personnel during the incident. Deputy Nunez immediately reported his 
involvement to his supervisor and provided a supplemental report [EXHIBIT A]. 
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IAB NOTE: All Los Angeles County Sheriff Department Employees 
were shown a Google Map printed photograph of the area 
during their interview [EXHIBIT D] 


SUSPECT STATEMENT 


SUSPECT ANTONIO PEALAYO 


On July 12, 2016, Suspect Pelayo was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Benjamin Torres and Sergeant Eric Barron. The interview was 
conducted at Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Temple Station. The 
following is a summary of the interview. For the complete IAB interview, refer to 
the transcribed interview. 


Suspect Pelayo said he was participating in a “Power 106 Rock show." He 
waked through the El Monte bus station to collect his winnings. The winnings 
included cars, buildings, businesses and money for his participation. Suspect 
Pelayo was using the restroom behind a trash dumpster in a park near 
Rosemead Boulevard. Some guy told him to leave the park. Suspect Pelayo 
began walking on Rosemead Boulevard in order to win a fifteen mile race, which 
he won. Because Suspect Pelayo won the race, people driving by him on 
Rosemead Boulevard were upset. 


While walking, a car drove too close to Suspect Pelayo, so he picked up a rock 
and threw it, hitting the car. Another car drove by, so he threw a rock at that car 
as well. Suspect Pelayo wanted to give the cars little dents and bruises. 
Suspect Pelayo was getting physically tired of throwing rocks when he saw the 
patrol vehicles begin to arrive. 


When the deputies approached him, they had guns in their hands. Suspect 
Pelayo told them to kick back and relax, as he held a rock in his hand. Suspect 
Pelayo told investigators, when deputies began to close their distance, he started 
throwing rocks at them. Suspect Pelayo ran from deputy personnel, because he 
believed they were going to “beat him up.” Suspect Pelayo heard and recalled 
the deputies telling him to put the rocks down. He refused to drop the rocks, 
because he knew the deputies would approach him. Suspect Pelayo recalled 
throwing four rocks at deputies. He wanted to hit deputy personnel with the 
rocks. 


After Suspect Pelayo threw rocks, deputies started shooting at him. Suspect 
Pelayo said the deputies fired twenty one times at him and “like a chicken,” he 
ran, Suspect Pelayo recalled being struck by rounds. He knew he was hit in the 
hand and in the penis. Suspect Pelayo dodged the other rounds fired at him. 
Suspect Pelayo still refused to lay down, because he was “playing the game.” 
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Suspect Pelayo subsequently laid down and was handcuffed. Suspect Pelayo 
recalled talking to a sergeant prior to be taken to the hospital via ambulance. 
Suspect Pelayo showed IAB sergeants his injuries caused by the stun bag 
rounds.

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


On July 12, 2017, Sergeant Torres spoke with Doctor Rico Wilfr, at Greater El 
Monte Community Hospital. Doctor Wilfr was uncertain how Suspect Pelayo's 
left hand was fractured. Doctor Wilfr could not say how the hand was fractured, 
but only confirm it was fractured. Suspect Pelayo was also treated and released 
for booking.
